TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
WOKINGHAM  MUNICIPAL  BOROUGH 

AND  THE 

RURAL  DISTRICT  OF  WOKINGHAM 
JOINT  PUBLIC  HEALTH  COMMITTEE. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1971, 
including  the  statutory  information  required  by  the  Department 
of  Health  and  Social  Security.  This  is  possibly  almost  the  last 
report  which  I  shall  present  to  you  in  view  of  the  imminent 
changes  both  in  Local  Authority  and  in  the  National  Health  Ser¬ 
vices.  At  the  time  of  writing,  no  information  has  yet  been 
received  as  to  the  future  duties  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  or 
as  they  will  be  called  in  future,  Community  Physicians.  In  the 
circumstances  it  would  not  be  profitable  to  speculate  regarding 
these  impending  changes,  but  to  anyone  knowing  the  need  to 
keep  a  close  watch  on  matters  of  health,  hygiene  and  communi¬ 
cable  diseases  at  district  level,  it  appears  that  the  services  of  a 
medically  qualified  person  on  the  spot  will  still  be  very  necessary. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  1971  for  the  Borough  and 
Rural  District  are  provided  by  the  Office  of  Population  Censuses 
and  Surveys  and  are  included  in  the  respective  sections  of  this 
report.  The  figures  show  that  the  estimated  mid-year  population 
of  the  Borough  is  21,300  and  the  Rural  District  82,270,  giving  a 
total  of  103,570.  This  apparent  increase  of  6,760  during  the  year 
is  not  altogether  due  to  natural  increase  and  immigration,  but 
also  partly  because  more  accurate  figures  of  the  number  of  in¬ 
habitants  of  the  area  were  obtained  by  the  recent  census.  Never¬ 
theless  it  is  clear  that  the  annual  increase  of  between  two  and 
three  thousand  is  still  being  maintained,  and  if  future  proposals 
come  into  being  there  may  well  be  even  greater  numbers  coming 
to  live  in  the  combined  area  in  the  near  future.  The  figures  for 
the  age  and  sex  structure  of  the  population  have  been  worked  out 
for  1970  and  are  as  follows: —

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The  changes  from  year  to  year  are  obviously  slight,  but  from 
the  above  results  the  probable  numbers  of  persons  in  this  area 
over  65  are  13,158  and  those  over  85  years  816.  This  gives  some 
idea  of  the  need  to  make  adequate  provision  for  old  people,  as 
they  make  up  an  increasingly  large  percentage  of  our  population. 

In  the  past  few  years  the  birth  rate  in  this  area  has  kept  at 
a  somewhat  higher  level  than  the  rest  of  the  country,  partly  due 
to  the  number  of  young  married  persons  newly  arriving  here.  In 
1971,  however,  the  trend  has  altered  and  the  figures  for  the  Rural 
District  are  now  16.5  live  births  per  thousand  population  com¬ 
pared  with  the  national  average  of  16,  while  the  Borough  is  still 
slightly  above  average  with  18.1  births.  The  reason  for  this  is 
not  really  apparent,  but  perhaps  the  expansion  of  the  Family 
Planning  Association’s  services  may  be  partly  responsible.  As  in 
previous  years,  the  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  is  still  only 
about  half  the  national  average. 

The  level  of  mortality  for  both  districts  remained  low.  In 
the  Rural  District  it  was  8.9  deaths  per  thousand  population  and 
in  the  Borough  7.7.  These  compare  well  with  the  national  aver¬ 
age  of  11.6,  even  after  adjusting  the  rate  to  the  composition  of 
the  local  population.  The  number  of  deaths  in  the  Borough  was 
169  and  in  the  Rural  District  568,  making  a  total  of  737.  The 
causes  of  deaths  were  much  as  usual,  cancer  being  the  cause  in 
141  cases,  ischaemic  heart  disease  151,  cerebro-vascular  disease 
111,  and  other  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  106.  Among 
the  younger  age  groups  most  deaths  were  due  to  violence,  mainly 
traffic  accidents.  Cases  of  lung  cancer  were  25  in  the  Rural 
District  and  8  in  the  Borough.  This  is  an  increase  of  7  over  the 
figures  for  1970,  but  the  numbers  are  too  small  to  draw  any  con¬ 
clusions  from  them  or  to  judge  whether  anti-smoking  propaganda 
is  as  yet  having  any  effect.  The  number  of  births  in  the  com¬ 
bined  districts  was  1,747,  compared  with  1,877  in  1970.  This 
decrease  is  reflected  in  the  birth  rates  mentioned  above  and  is 
falling  in  line  with  the  rest  of  the  country.  The  numbers  of 
children  born  at  home  are  becoming  fewer  every  year,  but  dis¬ 
charge  from  hospital  after  childbirth  is  now  much  earlier  and 
domiciliary  care  by  trained  nursing  staff  is  still  required  in  most 
cases. 


COMMUNICABLE  DISEASES 

Most  of  the  communicable  diseases  in  this  area  have  been 
brought  under  control  and  are  no  longer  an  important  cause  of 
death.  However,  the  complications  of  some,  such  as  measles, 
are  of  such  seriousness  that  every  effort  must  still  be  made  to 
complete  eradication,  as  has  been  done  in  the  case  of  diphtheria 
and  poliomyelitis.  At  the  present  moment  immunisation  is  avail¬ 
able  against  smallpox,  diphtheria,  tetanus,  whooping  cough, 
poliomyelitis,  measles,  german  measles  and  tuberculosis,  while 
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in  addition  the  vaccines  are  available  to  persons  exposed  to 
anthrax  or  rabies. 

There  was  some  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  whooping 
cough  notified  during  the  year.  The  level  of  immunisation  is  still 
very  high  in  this  area,  but  the  number  of  cases  shows  that  per¬ 
tussis  vaccine  is  not  as  effective  as  those  which  we  can  give 
against  other  diseases.  Six  hundred  and  eighty  cases  of  measles 
were  notified  in  1971,  a  considerable  increase  in  the  numbers 
occurring  in  the  previous  two  or  three  years.  One  cannot  say 
what  is  the  cause  of  this  increase,  but  during  1972  a  vaccination 
campaign  is  planned  for  school-children,  and  it  is  hoped  that  in 
a  very  short  while  the  number  of  cases  occurring  will  have  fallen 
to  a  very  low  level.  The  number  of  cases  of  dysentery  in  both 
the  Borough  and  Rural  District  were  very  low,  being  three  and 
five  respectively.  There  is,  however,  no  cause  for  complacency 
based  on  these  figures  and  constant  vigilance  is  required,  par¬ 
ticularly  in  nursery  and  infant  schools.  Fifteen  cases  of  infective 
hepatitis  (jaundice)  were  notified  in  1971,  a  slight  increase  on 
previous  years,  probably  due  to  better  notification.  This  is  one 
of  the  more  troublesome  communicable  diseases  and  all  cases 
have  to  be  checked  to  prevent  the  transmission  of  serum  hepatitis 
through  blood  donors.  Only  6  cases  of  food  poisoning  were 
notified  and  in  addition  another  9  were  otherwise  ascertained. 
All  of  these  were  sporadic  or  family  outbreaks  and  the  majority 
of  infections  were  contracted  on  visits  abroad.  Apart  from 
typhimurium,  which  involved  3  cases,  the  types  of  salmonella 
included  abony,  enteritidis,  brandenburg,  poona,  anatum  and 
saint  paul. 


CREMATORIUM 

The  new  cemetery  and  crematorium  established  by  East- 
hampstead  Rural  District  Council  were  opened  during  the  year. 
The  crematorium  is  an  excellent  example,  both  in  design  and 
siting,  and  will  fill  a  much  needed  gap  in  our  local  services, 
since  the  percentage  of  persons  being  cremated  is  rising  every 
year  and  the  provision  of  this  facility  will  take  a  great  deal  of 
the  load  of  the  Reading  crematorium  which  is  operating  to 
capacity. 


CARE  OF  THE  ELDERLY 

Responsibility  for  much  of  the  care  of  the  elderly  has  now 
been  transferred  to  the  new  County  Social  Services  Department. 
The  voluntary  services,  however,  still  have  a  great  part  to  play 
and  the  Wokingham  and  District  Association  for  the  Elderly  is 
now  doing  a  great  deal  for  old  persons  in  the  neighbourhood. 
They  are  now  running  the  “Meals  on  Wheels”  service  in  Woking¬ 
ham  Borough,  arranging  seaside  holidays,  and  have  established  a 
welfare  service  to  assist  more  particularly  old  persons  living 
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alone.  Money  has  been  collected  to  build  a  day  centre  and  it  only 
awaits  a  site  for  work  to  begin.  In  Woodley,  too,  the  voluntary 
associations  are  extremely  active  on  behalf  of  the  elderly,  and 
plans  for  at  least  one  day  centre  are  well  advanced.  With  the 
attachment,  too,  of  Health  Visitors  to  every  practice,  all  old  per¬ 
sons  on  local  doctors’  lists  are  now  assured  of  visits  from  time 
to  time  to  give  help  and  advice. 

As  usual,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairmen  and  Members 
of  the  respective  Public  Health  Committees  for  the  support  and 
encouragement  shown  to  myself  and  my  colleagues  during  the 
past  year.  I  would  like  also  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Chief 
Engineer,  Planning  Officer  and  Housing  Manager  of  Wokingham 
Rural  District,  and  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  Housing 
Manager  of  Wokingham  Borough,  for  the  sections  of  this  report 
covering  the  activities  of  their  departments.  The  continued  co¬ 
operation  and  assistance  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspectors  of 
the  Borough  and  Rural  District,  together  with  their  staff,  and 
the  invaluable  services  of  my  secretary,  are  all  much  appreciated.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOROUGH  ENGINEER  &  SURVEYOR. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  TREATMENT. 

The  first  stage  of  the  North  East  Surface  Water  Drainage 
Scheme  has  now  been  completed,  which  has  resulted  in  consider¬ 
able  improvement  in  respect  of  run  off  from  the  residential  area 
served  by  this  drainage  system.  Draft  design  work  has  been  sub¬ 
stantially  completed  in  respect  of  Phase  II  and  this  has  been  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Department  of  the  Environment  for  approval  in 
principle. 

Unfortunately,  due  to  severe  financial  restrictions,  the 
Waterloo  Road  Surface  Water  Drainage  Scheme  has  not  been 
commenced,  but  it  is  confidently  anticipated  that  the  scheme  will 
start  during  the  latter  part  of  financial  year  1972/73. 

HIGHWAYS. 

Although  the  funds  available  for  maintenance  works  on 
principal  traffic  roads  were  restricted,  further  surfacing  of  car¬ 
riageways  was  carried  out. 

PRIVATE  STREET  WORKS. 

Murdoch  Road,  Sturges  Road  and  Crescent  Road  were 
undertaken  and  completed  and  this  has  resulted  in  an  improve¬ 
ment  in  highway  conditions  in  this  part  of  the  town. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

In  spite  of  the  continuing  growth  of  the  Borough  the  refuse 
collection  service  continues  to  function  satisfactorily,  a  weekly 
collection  being  maintained  for  all  domestic  premises.  The  trade 
and  market  collection  service  from  shops  and  industrial  premises 
continues  to  expand. 

Investigations  into  the  pulverisation  of  town  refuse  have 
now  been  completed  and  it  is  anticipated  that  authorisation  will 
be  given  for  the  introduction  of  the  scheme  during  the  early  part 
of  1972. 

SWIMMING  POOL  AND  OPEN  SPACES. 

Martin’s  Pool  continues  to  be  a  great  attraction  to  the  resi¬ 
dents  of  the  Borough  and  the  surrounding  districts  and  attend¬ 
ances  have  been  up  to  the  standard  of  recent  years. 

In  spite  of  staffing  difficulties  during  the  early  part  of  the 
season,  the  standard  of  amenity  and  the  quality  of  the  water  was 
maintained  throughout  the  season. 

Use  is  increasing  of  the  tennis  courts  at  Elm  Road.  It  had 
been  hoped  to  add  a  further  court  due  to  the  popularity  of  this 
facility,  but  unfortunately  funds  were  not  made  available.  How¬ 
ever,  the  first  nine  holes  of  the  Pitch  and  Putt  course  have  been 
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constructed  on  land  fronting  the  tennis  courts.  This  course 
should  be  brought  into  operation  during  the  early  part  of  sum¬ 
mer  1972. 

PLANNING  AND  TOWN  DEVELOPMENT. 

There  has  been  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  properties  com¬ 
pleted  during  the  year.  Major  discussions  have  taken  place  with 
the  County  Planning  Officer’s  staff  in  respect  of  the  possible  use 
of  the  Woosehill  area  for  residential  development.  Draft  policy 
proposals  are  now  nearing  completion  and,  undoubtedly,  the 
Borough  Council,  in  conjunction  with  the  County  Council,  will 
be  reaching  its  decision  during  the  early  part  of  1972.

REPORT  OF  THE  HOUSING  MANAGER. 

The  Department  carried  out  62  lettings  during  the  year  as

There  were  170  applications  registered  on  the  housing  wait¬ 
ing  list,  of  these  55  were  in  respect  of  persons  over  60  years  of 
age.  Twelve  applications  were  registered  on  the  engaged  couples 
list. 

A  total  of  1,844  orders  were  issued  for  repairs  to  Council 
dwellings. 

The  complete  rewiring  of  fifty  houses  was  started  during 
the  year,  in  keeping  with  the  Council’s  policy  of  improving  elec¬ 
trical  installations  in  properties  built  at  least  twenty  years  ago. 

The  artificial  kidney  machine  which  had  been  installed  in  a 
Council  maisonette  and  had  been  in  use  for  2£  years  was  removed 
and  the  room  reinstated.  The  user  had  successfully  undergone 
a  kidney  transplant  and  was  transferred  to  a  house.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR. 

It  is  extremely  difficult  during  the  course  of  a  year  to  carry 
out  any  environmental  work  other  than  work  which  is  associated 
with  investigations  and  inspections  required  by  statute  or  com¬ 
plaint.  One  such  exercise,  small  in  itself,  is  worthy  of  mention. 
Six  small  open  topped  dishes  were  left  for  a  period  of  six  weeks 
in  a  protected  position  close  to  a  busy  road  but  separated  direct¬ 
ly  from  it  by  a  five  feet  high  wall.  The  Public  Analyst  reported 
that  the  major  component  of  the  two  dishes  consisted  of  organic 
vegetable  matter  and  that  of  the  other  four  mineral  dust  (road 
grit)  and  soot.  The  latter  four  were  within  seven  feet  of  the 
carriageway,  the  former  two  some  twenty  feet  away.  I  include 
the  details  under  the  paragraphs  on  Clean  Air  but  the  obvious 
inference  here  is  that  footpaths  associated  with  roadways  should 
be  well  separated  from  them. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  background 
noise  level  in  the  residential  areas  of  the  town.  In  1969  I  re¬ 
ported  these  to  be  in  the  order  of  between  40  and  45  dBA,  against 
traffic  noise  between  70  and  90  on  main  roads.  Whilst  the  traffic 
noise  remains  constant  the  background  noise  level  has  increased 
on  average  nearly  2  dBA.  Other  increases  include  the  amount 
of  money  paid  out  in  improvement  grants,  more  than  double  the 
1970  figure;  the  amount  of  unfit  food  disposed  of,  an  increase  of 
a  third  by  weight;  and  the  number  of  water  samples  taken  and 
bacteriologically  examined,  8  in  1969,  17  in  1970  and  79  in  1971. 
Reasons  for  these  various  increases  are  given  under  the  separate 
headings.  Work  under  the  Offices  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 
Act  has  during  the  year  been  carried  out  in  conjunction  with 
other  statutory  reasons  for  visiting  retail  premises  and  as  a 
result  the  number  of  office  accommodations  inspected  dropped. 
An  increase  in  the  number  of  talks  to  a  variety  of  organisations 
and  schools  on  a  wide  number  of  environmental  subjects  was 
only  possible  by  careful  utilisation  of  time.  The  value  of  these 
cannot  be  measured  but  must  have  an  indirect  improvement  in 
environmental  conditions. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  mains  water  supply  of  the  area  is  provided  by  the  Mid 
Southern  Water  Company  and  has  remained  satisfactory  from 


the  bacteriological  standards  and  for  its  palatability.

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The  samples  reported  as  unsatisfactory  were  taken  from  the 
shallow  end  of  Martins  Pool  in  times  of  heavy  loading  and  these 
were  quickly  remedied  by  the  addition  of  chlorine.  Consider¬ 
able  effort  was  made  to  ensure  that  the  water  in  school  pools  was 
maintained  at  a  high  standard  and  school  caretakers  were  advised 
on  the  measures  to  be  taken  to  ensure  a  proper  residual  free 
chlorine  level.  The  samples  taken  from  School  Pools  were  satis¬ 
factory  primarily  due  to  a  combination  of  the  efforts  made  by 
those  responsible  and  the  relatively  long  periods  of  rest  that  the 
water  enjoys. 

No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  concerning  the 
erosive  quality  of  domestic  water  supply  as  it  might  affect  domes¬ 
tic  plumbing,  but  three  complaints  were  received  concerning 
small  quantities  of  a  bituminous  material  from  sink  taps.  These 
were  found  to  have  arisen  from  works  to  water  mains  and  were 
properly  dealt  with  by  the  Water  Company.

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Five  properties  were  provided  with  standard  amenities 
arising  from  action  under  Section  19  of  the  1969  Act  and  three 
preliminary  notices  were  served  under  the  same  procedure.  In 
general  the  work  load  arising  from  improvement  grants  was 
similar  to  last  year’s  with  a  slight  change  of  emphasis  to  con¬ 
version  to  flats.  The  Council  continued  to  exercise  its  discretion 
broadly,  so  that  the  needs  of  the  applicant  could  be  accommo¬ 
dated  to  the  extent  of  enlarging  his  dwelling  subject  only  to 
establishing  his  need  as  opposed  to  his  desire  to  do  so.  There 
is  in  my  view  a  benefit  to  the  general  housing  pool  within  the 
area  to  extend  the  exercise  of  discretion  to  include  other  inherent 
defects  in  property  as  “improvements”  as  opposed  to  repair  or 
replacement  as  at  present.  I  have  in  mind  roofs  not  felted  or 
covered  in  materials  which  are  not  proven  traditional  materials 
and  types  of  damp  proof  course  which  when  first  inserted  were 
not  acceptable  either  because  of  type  of  material  or  its  applica¬ 
tion. 

During  the  year  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
callers  to  the  office  and  enquiries  by  post  and  telephone.  The 
time  spent  in  the  office  on  this  work  is  therefore  not  represented 
in  the  number  of  visits  given. 

CLOSING  AND  DEMOLITION  ORDERS 

During  the  year  five  houses  were  demolished  and  eight 
houses  closed.  Repairs  were  completed  to  seven  houses  and  the 
Closing  Orders  removed.  The  work  of  dealing  with  unfitness  is 
gradually  becoming  directly  integrated  with  improvement.  Any 
building,  no  matter  the  condition,  would  appear  to  be  a  potential 
dwelling  particularly  in  the  eyes  of  the  younger  married  couples. 

HOUSES  IN  MULTIPLE  OCCUPATION 

Two  cases  were  dealt  with  informally  during  the  year  both 
involving  re-arrangement  of  occupation  to  effect  proper  use  of 
existing  facilities. 

QUALIFICATION  CERTIFICATES 

Twelve  applications  were  received,  seven  in  respect  of 
dwellings  not  having  all  the  standard  amenities  and  five  where 
the  amenities  were  provided.  No  difficulty  was  found  in  dealing 
with  these  and  works  proposed  in  three  of  the  applications  are 
in  progress.  In  two  cases  the  applications  were  refused,  in  one 
because  of  the  degree  of  disrepair  and  in  the  other  primarily 
through  representation  made  by  the  tenant. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  14  site  licences  for  indi¬ 
vidual  caravans. 

No  problem  arose  from  itinerants  and  travellers,  probably 
due  to  the  lack  of  parking  space  in  the  area  of  the  borough,  and 
no  complaints  were  received  regarding  any  aspect  of  moveable 
dwellings.

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All  the  complaints  received  culminated  in  informal  action. 
Careful  consideration  was  given  by  the  Council’s  Public  Health 
Committee  as  to  the  value  of  proceedings  in  certain  cases  under 
the  provisions  of  Section  2  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  The 
general  feeling,  which  I  support,  is  that  in  cases  where  a  system 
has  gone  wrong  or  a  system  can  be  replaced  by  one  more 
efficient  to  prevent  either  bad  rotation  giving  rise  to  old  stock 
or  the  entry  of  some  foreign  body  into  a  food,  then  informal 
action  commencing  immediately  an  incident  is  reported,  can  be 
more  advantageous.  If  it  was  the  general  policy  to  take  pro¬ 
ceedings,  then  obviously  the  officer’s  initial  and  subsequent  action 
would  be  formal  and  the  advantages  of  informality  would  be 
considerably  lessened. 

None  of  the  complaints  dealt  with  during  the  year  could  be 
described  as  arising  from  wanton  negligence  and  all  cases  were 
reported  to  the  Council. 

FOOD  PREMISES 

The  number  of  food  premises  in  the  Borough  is  174,  i.e.  pre¬ 
mises  storing  or  retailing  foodstuffs.  One  complaint  was  received 
regarding  hygienic  and  sanitary  conditions  and  this  was  dealt 
with  by  a  warning. 

The  standard  of  hygiene  in  food  premises  was  good  through¬ 
out  the  year,  only  one  being  found  to  be  troubled  with  a  minor 
infestation  of  mice.  Prepackaging,  reducing  handling,  continues 
to  be  the  most  valuable  trade  contribution  to  hygiene. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  SAMPLING

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The  severity  of  the  winter  would  seem  to  have  a  direct  bear¬ 
ing  on  the  number  of  complaints  received  concerning  insect  pests 
and  also  on  the  time  spent  advising  people  at  the  office. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949

ascertain  whether  or  not  there  was  any  resistance  to  warfarin.

OFFICES,  SHOPS  &  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

(Extract  of  Report  sent  to  H.M.  Factory  Inspectorate). 
REGISTRATION  AND  INSPECTION 

There  has  been  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  visits  and  in¬ 
spections  during  the  year  compared  with  previous  years.  This 
reduction  is  due  in  the  main  to  pressures  of  other  work. 

Most  of  the  O.S.R.  work  falls  on  my  Deputy  who,  in  turn, 
has  been  relieving  me  of  some  of  the  increased  work  burden  of 
administration.  Neither  of  us,  therefore,  has  been  able  to  devote 
as  much  time  to  the  work  of  the  Act  as  I  think  is  desirable. 

Nevertheless,  those  inspections  that  were  made  were  in 
detail  and  considerable  strides  have  been  made  in  effecting  im¬ 
provements  where  they  were  most  needed. 
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Improvement  on  figures  for  inspections  will  only  become 
apparent  with  an  increase  in  the  present  establishment  of  Ap¬ 
pointed  Officers  for  this  Authority. 

More  information  and  progress  on  this  aspect  may,  I  hope, 
be  incorporated  in  my  next  year’s  report  for  1972. 

I  foresee  with  the  proposed  Local  Government  Reorganisa¬ 
tion,  some  greater  degree  of  specialisation  in  relation  to  the 
working  of  the  Act.  Again,  my  report  for  1972  may  well  be  able 
to  predict  the  shape  and  future  of  the  O.S.R.  work  as  it  will 
relate  to  a  larger  Department  in  an  amalgamated  authority. 

My  final  remarks  on  this  section  are  again  that  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Employment  might  look  into  the  question  of  more  pub¬ 
licity,  on  a  national  scale,  regarding  the  legal  obligation  to 
register  premises,  and  consequently  more  advice  be  given  to 
employees  on  their  rights  under  the  Act. 


OPERATION  &  GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  THE  ACT 

Again  I  am  pleased  to  state  that  we  have  had  little  difficulty 
in  operating  the  Act  and  note  that  there  has  been  a  marked  im¬ 
provement  in  working  conditions  for  employees  moving  into 
newer  premises. 

We  have  not  had  any  serious  problems  with  mechanical 
handling,  although  we  have  had  to  be  very  vigilant  on  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  adequate  guarding  of  conveyor  belts.  One  vital  thing 
often  overlooked  is  the  provision  of  jump -out  rollers,  often  these 
are  not  properly  fitted,  are  too  tight  or  missing  altogether. 

With  regard  to  Fork  Lift  Trucks  there  appears  to  date  no 
problem  within  this  area. 

My  comment  on  the  leaflet  “The  Safe  Use  of  Food  Slicing 
Machines”  (SHW  14)  is  that  it  will  give  guidance  to  enforcing 
officers,  but  I  doubt  whether  the  distribution  to  shop  Managers 
and  other  employees  would  make  for  safer  use  of  slicing 
machines.  I  qualify  this  remark  by  the  fact  that  where  there  is 
any  amount  of  reading  to  be  done  on  any  subject,  those  people 
most  concerned  tend  to  be  somewhat  apathetic  and  therefore 
not  alive  to  the  real  dangers  involved. 

I  suggest  that  perhaps  small  leaflets  or  stickers  as  shown 
on  page  9  may  have  a  greater  impact  on  the  employees  con¬ 
cerned. 
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ACCIDENTS 

All  accidents  reported  were  again  investigated  in  detail.  The 
importance  of  investigating  all  accidents  was  illustrated  recently, 
when  a  notification  came  that  a  butcher,  employed  by  a  multiple 
store,  cut  himself  whilst  sharpening  a  knife,  and  there  was  a  re¬ 
sultant  septic  condition.  An  investigation  succeeded  in  getting 
the  firm  not  only  to  provide  better  sharpening  steels  with  guards, 
but  also  provide  a  barrier  cream  for  all  butchery  staff  as  a  safe¬ 
guard  against  sepsis. 

Again,  I  refer  to  the  need  for  more  publicity  in  reporting 
accidents.  Although  the  larger  stores  are  extremely  conscien¬ 
tious  about  this  matter,  I  feel  that  a  lot  of  accidents  are  not  being 

reported. 

PROSECUTIONS 

There  was  no  need  to  resort  to  legal  action  at  any  time 
during  the  year.

Water  in 
a  disused  clay  working  used  as  a  commercial  tip  became  polluted 
and  the  normal  outlet  indirectly  feeding  into  the  brook  had  to 
be  closed  and  the  water  diverted  into  the  foul  drainage  system 
for  proper  treatment  at  the  Council’s  Water  Reclamation  Plant.

During  the  year  the  one  service  station  on  self  service  with 
attendance  gave  no  trouble.  A  second  station  was  partially  con¬ 
verted  to  self  service  and  was  allowed  to  operate  without  attend¬ 
ance  each  day  for  a  trial  period.  Two  stations  caused  problems 
with  drainage  due  to  defective  petrol  interceptors  and  major 
works  were  carried  out  to  the  only  large  storage  depot.

There  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  complaints  received 
concerning  smoke  from  garden  bonfires  and  those  received  were 
dealt  with  informally.  Only  in  one  case  was  it  necessary  to 
threaten  nuisance  action  procedure.

General 

A  large  proportion  of  the  deposits  consisted  of  siliceous 
dust,  probably  road  dust,  but  possibly  including  attrition  dust 
from  buildings  or  from  demolitions.  Soot,  mainly  from  domestic 
fires  was  also  a  major  component,  together  with  some  from  high 
temperature  solid  fuel  and  gas  fired  furnaces.  There  was  a 

marked  absence  of  pollen  grains  but  this  was  consistent  with 
the  time  of  year.  One  sample  was  almost  pure  mould. 

No  work  was  possible  during  the  year  on  any  preliminary 
preparation  of  a  smoke  control  area  programme  and  this  is  to  be 
regretted.

NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT 

For  the  second  year  running  the  Council  co-operated  with 
adjoining  local  authorities  in  the  monitoring  of  noise  from  Air¬ 
craft.  The  results  suggested  that  there  was  an  increase  in  noise 
level  generally  from  this  source  but  an  increase  of  an  amount 
which  suggested  that  future  monitoring  might  concern  itself  pri¬ 
marily  with  rate  of  growth  of  noise  level.  The  number  of  com¬ 
plaints  of  aircraft  noise  was  small,  probably  due  to  the  general 
increase  in  the  background  noise  level  arising  from  increased 
traffic  and  other  activities,  suggesting  that  whilst  noise  from 
aircraft  increased,  it  in  itself  was  less  of  an  intrusion  into  the 
domestic  scene  than  in  the  previous  year.  Noisy  equipment  used 
by  contractors  of  various  types  was  less  of  a  problem  due  to  the 
greater  use  of  noise  muffs.

CAUSES  OF  DEATH  IN  WOKINGHAM  RURAL  DISTRICT  1971 
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REPORT  OF  THE  ENGINEER  TO  THE  COUNCIL, 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Several  minor  modifications  were  carried  out  last  year  at  the 
Marsh  Farm  Sewage  Works  with  considerable  success  and  this 
year  it  is  planned  to  install  mechanised  screens  at  the  inlets 
which  will  dispense  with  the  present  method  of  manual  cleaning. 

Approval  has  now  been  given  by  the  Department  of  the 
Environment  to  Stage  I  of  the  extensions  at  the  Wargrave 
Sewage  Disposal  Works.  This  will  be  followed  by  Stage  II  to 
enable  the  existing  Marsh  Farm  Works  to  be  abandoned  which 
will  then  make  Wargrave  the  major  treatment  works  for  the 
Rural  District  area.  Detailed  plans  for  this  project  are  now  be¬ 
ing  prepared. 

The  main  drainage  scheme  at  Hare  Hatch/Knowl  Hill  is  now 
under  construction  and  when  completed  later  this  year  will  en¬ 
able  a  further  205  properties  to  be  connected  to  main  drainage. 

The  small  extension  sewer  from  the  California  Caravan  Site 
to  serve  adjacent  properties  in  Nine  Mile  Ride  and  Warren  Lane 
is  nearing  completion  which  will  bring  much  needed  relief  to 
those  houses  that  still  have  cesspools. 

A  tender  has  now  been  accepted  for  the  Finchampstead  Main 
Drainage  scheme  which  will  be  commenced  in  the  Spring.  This 
will  provide  a  new  trunk  sewer  from  Longwater  Road  to  Eversley 
Bridge  and  enable  the  overloaded  sewage  works  at  Cricket  Hill 
to  be  abandoned.  It  will  also  provide  main  drainage  facilities  to 
properties  in  Fleet  Hill  and  Reading  Road,  thus  enabling  the 
Council  houses  in  Reading  Road  to  be  modernised.  The  scheme 
also  provides  for  the  sewering  of  the  western  end  of  Nine  Mile 
Ride. 

SURFACE  WATER  DRAINAGE 

The  main  surface  water  outfall  through  Wargrave  village, 
known  locally  as  Galley  Ditch,  is  being  piped  in  and  should  be 
completed  in  the  Spring. 

HOUSING 

Work  has  now  commenced  on  the  erection  of  35  houses  at 
Gorse  Ride,  Finchampstead,  designed  by  Guildway  Ltd.,  and  work 
is  also  in  progress  at  Pennfields,  Ruscombe,  where  36  housing 
units  are  being  provided  in  a  mixed  development  of  flats,  houses 
and  bungalows.  It  is  also  planned  to  commence  work  on  a 
similar  development  at  HOlcrest,  Arborfield,  later  this  year. 

The  programme  of  modernising  existing  Council  properties 
continues  and  work  is  currently  in  hand  on  the  properties  in  Vic¬ 
toria  Road,  Wargrave.  Tenders  have  been  invited  for  the 
modernisation  of  all  the  properties  in  Hurst  Road,  Twyford,  and 
Tippings  Lane,  Woodley,  which  will  be  commenced  during  the 
Summer.

During  the  year,  the  rules  for  admission  to  the  waiting  list 
were  amended  by  the  Council,  and  the  residential  qualification 
reduced  to  one  year.

The  figures  conceal  some  interesting  changes.  First,  the 
number  of  vehicles  in  use  is  reduced  to  four,  from  five  the  pre¬ 
vious  year.  Secondly,  it  is  the  first  year  in  which  an  articulated 
tanker  carrying  approximately  2,600  gallons  of  sewage  has  been 
used.  The  performance  of  this  vehicle  is  such  that  the  Council 
have  decided  to  purchase  another  similar  vehicle  of  3,300  gallons 
capacity.  Apart  from  coping  more  efficiently  with  the  contents 
of  the  larger  sized  cesspools  now  being  built,  this  machine  will 
prove  ideal  for  transporting  approximately  50,000  gallons  of 
sludge  weekly  from  Marsh  Farm  Sewage  Works  to  Wargrave 
Works  for  pressing. 

The  last  item  of  note  is  that  the  work  involved  during  the 
last  year  approached  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  occasions 
when  the  normal  eight-weekly  emptying  period  had  to  be  ex¬ 
ceeded,  due  to  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  vehicles  available, 
were  unacceptable.  This  position  was  not  improved  by  the  delay 
in  completion  of  the  Nine  Mile  Ride  drainage  scheme,  and  lasting 
improvement  will  not  be  made  until  the  scheme  at  Hare  Hatch, 
Wargrave,  is  completed. 

(b)  DISPOSAL.

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The  site  at  Winnersh  was  affected  by  the  construction  of  and 
land  used  by  the  M  4  Motorway.  Although  only  a  small  part  of 
the  site  was  used  for  construction  works,  this  was  the  most 
effective  part  of  the  site,  and  in  view  of  the  possibility  of  housing 
development  in  the  vicinity,  it  was  not  considered  a  practical  pro¬ 
position  to  reconstruct  this  site  with  little  chance  of  dealing  with 
a  reasonable  amount  of  cesspool  sewage.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
I  advised  the  Council  that  the  old  refuse  disposal  site  at  Cole- 
mansmoor,  Woodley,  which  has  for  many  years  dealt  so  satisfac¬ 
torily  with  a  large  volume  of  sewage,  should  be  taken  out  of 
commission.  Housing  development  was  getting  nearer,  and  de¬ 
velopment  of  the  Woodley  aerodrome  site  imminent,  and  there 
seemed  little  point  in  waiting  for  public  opinion  to  press  for  its 
closure.  The  loss  of  these  two  sites  will  involve  an  increase  in 
mileage  for  a  year  or  two,  with  corresponding  lowering  of 
efficiency.

DRY  SCAVENGING 

(a)  COLLECTION. 

The  collection  fleet  consists  of  two  60  cubic  yard  S  &  D 
Pakamatic  collectors,  eight  35  cubic  yard  S  &  D  Pakamatics,  and 
in  addition,  a  third  Telehoist  Container  carrying  vehicle  was 
brought  into  the  fleet,  making  three  in  all.  One  of  the  35  yd. 
refuse  collectors  is  equipped  to  empty  1{  cubic  yard  circular 
bins,  but  its  performance  has  not  been  very  satisfactory  and  it  is 
not  easy  to  find  a  replacement  for  this  vehicle  when  it  breaks 
down.  It  has  been  decided  that  as  there  are  only  about  50  of 
these  bins  in  use,  to  convert  as  many  as  possible  to  the  10  cubic 
yard  closed  bins  which  are  dealt  with  by  the  container  vehicles, 
and  to  build  a  special  large  container  into  which  these  circular 
bins  can  be  emptied.  In  this  way,  reliance  will  not  be  placed 
upon  one  vehicle  for  emptying. 

Special  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  possibility  of  the 
whole  of  the  Council’s  vehicles  being  plated  and  tested.  Experi- 
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ence  of  the  working  of  this  legislation  has  been  obtained  by  sub¬ 
mitting  eleven  lorries  to  the  test,  and  the  Council,  who  carry  out 
well  over  90'%  of  maintenance  and  repairs  by  direct  labour,  have 
agreed  to  strengthen  their  inspection  staff  to  meet  present  day 
needs. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  work  carried  out  by  refuse 
collection  vehicles,  container  carrying  lorries,  and  tippers  which 
are  used  on  occasions  to  deal  with  bulky  refuse.

The  increase  in  the  total  of  refuse  removed  indicates  not  only 
the  increase  in  volume  of  refuse  as  a  national  trend,  but  in  the 
case  of  the  Rural  District,  the  steady  increase  in  the  number  of 
properties  being  built.  The  Council  decided  at  the  end  of  the 
year  to  allow  for  the  introduction  of  another  refuse  collection 
lorry  to  be  put  into  regular  service  next  year.  The  revised  bonus 
scheme  has  been  operating  for  over  a  year  and  is  in  no  small 
measure  responsible  for  the  recruitment  and  retention  of  an 
acceptable  standard  of  labour  and  the  general  absence  of  com¬ 
plaints  regarding  collection.  On  the  contrary,  the  regularity  with 
which  collections  are  made  has  evoked  a  number  of  compliments. 

(b)  DISPOSAL. 

The  equipment  in  use  on  the  Council’s  two  sites  consists  of 
two  tipping  lorries,  a  bulldozer,  a  Caterpillar  Shovel,  a  Drott 
Shovel,  and  a  tractor  mounted  Shovel  and  Backacter.  This 
equipment  is  also  used  for  dealing  with  accumulations  of  sludge 
on  the  Council’s  cesspool  emptying  sites,  A  satisfactory  start 
was  made  at  the  site  at  Beech  Hill  on  the  southern  edge  of  the 
district. 

The  site  at  Woodley  is  now  open  on  Saturday  and  Sundays 
for  the  convenience  of  householders  within  the  district  and  in 
accordance  with  the  Civic  Amenities  Act.  This  has  posed  the 
problem  of  control  with  continuous  working.  In  the  past  it  was 
the  practice  to  seal  off  each  week’s  tipping  completely  as  a  pre¬ 
caution  against  fire.  It  has  been  decided  to  operate  two  sections 
at  the  same  time  and  seal  off  each  alternately,  but  this,  of  course, 
is  more  expensive  of  labour  and  covering  material.  The  avail¬ 
ability  of  large  amounts  of  blue  clay  from  the  A  329  relief  road- 
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works  has  enabled  extensive  banks  to  be  constructed  at  the 
Woodley  site  as  a  precaution  against  seepage  of  tip  washing  into 
the  River  Loddon. 

The  Council  have  continued  the  practice  of  breaking  and 
selling  scrap  cars,  and  approximately  £639  was  received  from 
the  disposal  of  scrap  metal.  In  all,  343  cars  were  broken  up,  of 
which  208  were  brought  in  by  the  Council’s  container  vehicles. 
The  charges  for  disposal  of  trade  refuse,  etc.  amounted  to  £1,794 
(at  the  tip). 

The  income  from  the  hire  and  emptying  of  containers  under 
contract  was  £4,6  il  and  in  addition  £827  was  received  from  the 
casual  hire  of  open  containers. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

Eight  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  analysis  follow¬ 
ing  complaints  from  householders  in  different  parts  of  the  dis¬ 
trict.  All  the  samples  were  declared  satisfactory  for  drinking 
and  domestic  purposes. 

A  number  of  complaints  were  received  from  owners  of  pro¬ 
perties  in  the  Earley  area  owing  to  the  mains  water  supply  be¬ 
coming  discoloured  and  cloudy.  It  was  found  that  the  dis¬ 
colouration  was  due  to  excessive  rainfall  affecting  the  condition 
of  the  River  Kennet  from  which  the  water  was  abstracted. 

SWIMMING  POOLS 

Six  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination,  five  were  satisfactory  and  one  showed  under¬ 
chlorination.  As  an  experiment  the  school  used  cyanurates  in 
the  pool  and  a  sample  was  taken  to  determine  the  cyanuric  acid 
content.  This  was  subsequently  reported  as  not  harmful.

The  number  of  complaints  received  regarding  unsound  food 
totalled  38 — an  increase  of  3  over  the  previous  year. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  report  6  of  these  complaints  to 
the  Committee  and  warning  letters  were  sent  to  the  retailers  and 
wholesalers  concerned.  Proceedings  in  one  area  were  instituted 
and  the  company  was  fined  £10  and  ordered  to  pay  £15  legal 
costs. 

It  will  be  noted  the  refrigeration  breakdowns  in  plants  at 
Supermarkets  accounted  for  a  considerable  amount  of  condemned 
foodstuffs.  These  breakdowns  are  proving  more  numerous  and 
there  appears  to  be  no  answer  to  the  problem  which  is  essentially 
one  for  the  equipment  manufacturers.

POULTRY  INSPECTION

A  weekly  inspection  is  carried  out  when  possible  and  ap¬ 
proximately  1,800  birds  are  slaughtered  per  week  with  a  rate  of 
condemnation  running  between  1% — 2%  of  the  total.
